WHEREAS, Supporters of the Tuskegee Airmen Road Side
Project in Champaign County and the Champaign County Highway
Committee have approached the General Assembly to request
assistance in placing signs at the Champaign County roadside
entrances to document the "Activation of the Tuskegee Airmen -

March 1941"; therefore, be it

honor the service and sacrifices of the Tuskegee Airmen with
the placement of commemorative memorial signs at all highway
